I'm revamping my antenna farm, and one thing I wanted to fix was the 
remote balun feeding my 125 foot doublet. This balun was built over a 
decade ago, and turns out to be a voltage-type balun on a T200-2 (red) 
core. 


Now, about 20 years ago, the only kind of broadband baluns were the 
voltage type. Since that time, hams have discovered that voltage type 
baluns don't work so hot. They aren't very good at balancing antenna 
currents. Current baluns work much better. 


I looked in my junk box and found I have three (including the one I took 
apart) balun kits from the WireMan. These include a T200-2 core, teflon 
tape, and a high-voltage coated wire. I wondered if I could use these 
parts to build a current balun, using the Guanella-type design (which is 
similar to the bifilar-wound voltage type). 


Well, I broke out the Amidon catalog, and started crunching the numbers. 
To get sufficient choking inductance, I was looking at upwards of 200 
turns for 160m for the worst case of 150 ohm feed impedance. Even by 
stacking two or three cores, the number of turns was prohibitive. 


The bottom line is you can't build an effective current balun with a 
T200-2 (red) core for the low-HF range. It takes too many turns. There's 
not enough permeability in the core to get sufficient choking impedance. 
OK, you might make it work for the high-HF range, or VHF for sure. But 
for low-HF or MF, it isn't gonna work. A T200-1 core might work a little 
better, as it has twice the permeability of the T200-2. But the Q of the 
-1 mix drops off above 5 MHz. 


I tried the design again for a FT240-77 core. 7-8 turns is plenty for 
160m. The vastly higher permeability (as well as the ever so slightly 
larger core) of the ferrite makes the design easy. 


I ordered two FT240-77 cores from Amidon. I'll steal the teflon tape and 
wire from the balun kits. I wonder what I can do with three T200-2 cores?

>If you use the tuner I tested with loads between 20 and 1000 ohms on the 
>Unbalanced output your tuner won't get hot with 300 watts runnig through

Oh no? Turn on a 4Qwatt light bulb for 1 minute. Now grab it with your 
bare hand. Ouch! 


The loss is likely far less than 10%. 


> Now if you try to feed a 5 ohm load on 160 meters with 300 watts 

>you have an 80% loss and 240 watts of heat will crisp your tuner in short 
>order. 

> 

> With this kind of loss how can a 1500 watt tuner work? Well a big 
>tuner with a 10% loss must dissapate 150 watts of heat and being a large 
>device it can do it. The big diameter wire and the ceramic coil form can 
>take a lot of current and a lot of heat. If the load gets too bad this big 
>tuner will arc over and in other ways tell you to back off. 


I have yet to see a big tuner disappate anywhere near 150 watts of heat. 
Many tuners don't even have ventilation holes. (My Murch UT-2000A 
doesn't) Heat build-up isn't a problem, since tuners are by and large 
very efficient. 


> WF5A Karl Hess has another look at tuners. If your antenna has a 
>feedpoint impedance of 5 ohms you can't get much power into the antenna 
>and your receiver will be weak. Add the tuner and only 20% of the power 
>gets out but it's more than without the tuner. and the receiver works much 
>better. So your a winner even then. 


Matching a 5 ohm antenna is rather hard. Your typical antenna tuner 


probably can't match anything that low. 


> In closing let me say that yes, of course, I have been wrong on 

>many things. This tuner issue should have been closed years ago. I 
>re-opened it because I had forgot about Q and circulating currents and 
>other analitical things I know about but forgot to apply and when I did so 
>I could see where loss was likely. I think this is far better than to just 
>agree to disagree and by that both be wrong. 


Bottom line -- loss == heat. If you have something as small as a tuner 
and you don't have heat, even with 100-1500 watts, then you don't have 
any substantive loss.
